The DDR synthetic grapnlte iforks, Lichtehberg (Kabel) (formerly Siemeiis)Cl) 
is ciirx-ently engaged in exporting between 300 to 400 tons monthly of synthetic 
eI.ectrogf’aphi te to China via Stettin and Danzig. 

The monthl.y prod-uctioii is at present ahout 800 tons^ hut it is anticipated 
that after the 'beginning of the second quarter of 195 ^ production will he 
raised to a regular moatll.y figure of 1^000 tons# Of the remaini.ng 4-00 tons 
each mouthy which are not being exported to China ^ 80^ is reserved for internal 
use in the ]}riR,(2) and the rest is to he exported to Czechoslovakia. 

The prod.u,ct±on. of graphite and coal products at Ll,chtenherg is Totally inadequate 
to meet the demands made hy the DDR and the satellites. To meet thi.s emergency ^ 
the projected Graphite Works Starrgard(3) at Ringsdorf (4-) on the Weic.hsel^ 
whi ch was never completed during the war^has been brought into prod.uctlon by 
the Poles, and at present employs approximately 200 workers. TMs plant has 
been in production for about nine months and is engaged principally in the 
production of carbon brushes . ^ 

Because of shortages of raw material^ the plant at Lichtenberg is at present 
unable to produce sufficicjot: carbon for searchlights and motion pieture pro» 
jectors to meet the current requirements in the DDR. Great difficulty is 50X1 -HUM 
being eacountered i n re-placingc stocks . . Kegotiations are at yiestmt under way . 
for the importation of faw material

Another serious bottle.iif.ck is the scarcity of carbon black for the production 
of carbon brushes. High»grad,e carbon black was formerly supp.l.ied by .L)egu.ssa^ 
but because of the cmr-rent difficulties In interzonal trade ^ De^ssa ha.s been 
unable to deliver this since the middle of 1950. The Idehtenberg plant requires 
30 to 4,0 tons of carbon black monthly over and above that which can be supplied 
from Oranienburgf 5) ar^d Piesterltz(6) In the DIB. and has been reeeivi.ng tM.s 
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quantity currently from Czechoslovakia and Bmnanla. The quality c * u ; * carbon 
black is not suitable for many of the higher grade ’products require!, ’iriiis 
applies particularly to the carbon brushes, for the electric geiie.ra do- . supplied 
by the Lichtenberg plant for Russia, Poland^ Hungary^ and Rumania,
